We desire, asa Methodist Episcopal Conference, to recognize 
with satisfaction the election of the Rev. Dr. Steel as General Epworth 
League Secretary and editor for the Methodist Episcopal Church 
South.

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EDUCATION: 


The educational interests of this Conference center in the Uni- 
versity of Denver. The report of the Chancellor reminds us that the 
University charter just thirty years ago received the signature of 
Jobn Evans, then Governor of the Territory of Colorado. With the 
thirtieth anniversary of the charter marking a changeful interval, the 
eightieth birthday of the venerable patron of the University and 
President of its Board of Trustees. 

Hard though the year has been, the College of Liberal Arts has 
had an increase of attendance, the college classes having numbered 
72 aS against 27 in the previous year. The graduates this year are 
seven, the largest class in the history of the Uniyersity. Ten years 
ago the first graduate, John Hipp, Esq., received his diploma. In 
the decade 38 have graduated in his train, and the degrees conferred 
in courses by all the schools of the University are 210. The Profes- 
sional Schools have duly prospered, only the School of Music and 
that of Fine Arts having painfully felt the stringency of the times. 

The Iliff School of Theology reports a prosperous year. Its at- 
tendance is more than double that of last year—25 against 12. Special 
lectures have been given by eminent men, notably by Dr. Vincent 
on the Methodist Discipline. Bishop Warren has continued his ed- 
itorship of Studies in the English Bible, and these have had a wide 
reading, and have helped more than a thousand preachers. 

The attendance on the School of Theology would be largely in- 
creased could ministerial employment, with small pay, be given to 
its students within easy distance of Denver. 

Dr. Ernest F. Stroeter, having for four years served as Professor 
of the Latin Language and -Literature, has resigned and given him- 
self to a mission work in New York, to which he has felt himself 
called and fitted. His place has been filled, and the Faculty of the 
College of Liberal Arts is able and complete, 

We recommend that the year of residence usual in post-graduate 
study, be not required at the University of Denver. 

Desirable as such residence is, the expense and inconvenience 
would at present bar from such a course of study many who might 
otherwise undertake it. The needs of our frontier life and work 
seem to justify exemption from such residence, and the requirement 
(for degree) of examinations alone. 

The financial blight that lies on all the land has been disastrous 
to the University. Its employes have borne its inconveniences, but 
its properties are in peril; urgent effort is needed for their rescue. 

Attention is specially called to the Himergency Resolutions of this 
Conference relating to the payment of the interest on the University 
debts and the sale of real estate for the extinction of said debts. 
Every effort will be cheerfully made, and success is fondly antici- 
pated, 

The liabilities ot the University are about $160,000 ; its assets, 
above said liabilities, are rather more than $1,000,c009. 

The Board of Education of our church has this year dealt liber- 
ally with the University, $550 having been given for the aid of needy 
students. And this generosity should encourage the hearty and ef- 
fectual observance of “Children’s Day” and any other modes of for- 
warding the work of the Board.

To the Members of the Colorado Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church - 


“Grace and peace be multiplied unto you, through the knowl- 
edge of God, and of Jesus Christ our Lord.” 

We, your Pastors and brethren in the Gospel, would thank God 
upon every remembrance of your fellowshipin the Gospel during the 
past year, and we would prayerfully hope that he who has beguna 
good work in you would finish it until the day of Jesus Christ. 

The past year, brethren, has been a furnace to many of you. 
The disturbances of the industrial world have tried you as gold is 
tried in the flame. Colorado has suffered upon every hand. Many 
of our churches have cometo the mouth of the furnace ; nor are they 
yet saved. Much of the year has been dark. But brethren, ye are 
our glory and our crown; ye have not wavered in the furnace, and 
we, your brethren and Pastors, rejoice and praise God that in it we 
have seen in your faces the luminous reflection of the Holy Ghost.

mg [LLIAM PLESTED was born in Canada, December 16th, 1842. 

il In early manhood he felt called to preach the gospel and be- 
gan to prepare for this work. He graduated with honor from the 
Northwestern University in 1870, and from Union Theological Semin- 
ary in 1873 ; and thus, well trained and splendidly equipped, he be- 
gan work in the ministry of the Congregational Church, having in 
charge for over four years the Bethany Church, formerly a mission 
supported by Dr. William Taylor’s Broadway Tabernacle, New York. 
In the beginning of this pastorate, October 6, 1874, he was happily 
married to Miss Alice Gordon. Four children—two sons and two 
daughters—were given them, three of whom mourn the loss of one of 
the best of fathers, the youngest son having already gone home, where 
he waited to welcome his father. 

The burden ot Brother Plested’s ministry wasto save men. This 
zeal led him to continue special services for several months after a 
great meeting heldin New York by Mr. Moody. In 1877 he came to 
Shenandoah, lowa, where he served as pastor of the Congregational 
church for a year anda half. In the fall of 1878 he joined the Des 
Moines Conference, and was appointed pastor at Leon, and the next 
year at Afton. While at Afton he held a long revival meeting, 
preaching every night for seven weeks, when he broke down with 
nervous prostration and was obliged to give up the work of the min- 
istry. Hetraveled a year in his own conveyance through Colorado 
and New Mexico, in the hope of regaining his health. He removed 
his family to Trinidad Colorado, Dec., 1882 ; and from this time on it 
was a struggle for life, but despite his poor health he worked on with 
remarkable courage and hope to provide for his family in any honor- 
able way. 

Some four years ago Sister Plested came into possession of quite 
a fortune on the death of her father; thereafter the skies were clear 
and the future hopeful, yet was there only increased devotion to the 
Master and his kingdom. When poor he was devout and devoted, 
when rich but the more. His faith and zeal had much to do with the 
work of enlarging and finishing the beautiful church in which our 
people at Trinidad now worship ; and the comfortable parsonage ad- 
joining is the gift of himself and wife  But-after all his work and 
gifts for the church, the most enduring monument is his consistent, 
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Christian life, his business integrity, his manly character, which are 
cherished by the people of Trinidad, where his influence is as oint- 
ment poured forth. 

Brother Plested was transferred to the Colorado Conference at 
its own request, June roth, 1893. Only the Master knows how great 
his disappointment because he had to abandon his life-work in the 
ministry after such careful training and excellent preparation. Yet 
he worked on where he could without murmuring and with marked 
patience to the end, which came just after the turn of the night, July 
ist, 1893, when William Plested passed out of the tabernacle here 
into the temple yonder, where the Master awaits to welcome home. 


ilres. Delian Gillen Marnine. 


sey ELLEN HOUGH was born Dec. 8th, 1862, at Newton, 
& lowa, and departed this life at Pueblo, Colorado, July 19th, r893. 
Her parents were “Quakers” from Virginia, but united with the 
Methodist Episcopal church upon their removal to Iowa. After her 
graduation in 1881, she became a teacher in the public schools, in 
which work she engaged with conscientious interest and a large 
measure of success. Atabout twenty years of age, she was converted 
in a meeting conducted by him who afterwards became her husband. 
She now engaged in church work with a zeal and efficiency that made 
her indispensable in the Sunday School, in the choir, and as a pro- 
moter of the social interests of the church. She was married to Rev. 
R. A. Carnine, then Pastor at Brooklyn, in the lowa Conference, Jan, 
I1th, 1886. He was soon thereafter transferred to the South West 
Kansas Conference and stationed consecutively at Florence, Larned 
and Winfield. On account of her health he came to this Conference 
in 1891 and was stationed at Aspen. The great altitude of this place 
not agreeing with her, they were removed toe the Broadway Church, 
Pueblo, at the end of the first year. Here she, for the brief space of 
one year co-operated with her husband in his high and holy calling 
in winning souls to Christ. 

While possessed of a deep spiritual life, she was to a remarkable 
degree marked by an attractive cheerfulness and a large social 
power. Her life and influence was such she effectually bound people 
to her. This inestimable faculty she employed in great fidelity for 
the Master and precious souls. The sense of bereavement among 
the people caused by her death wasuniversal and profound. Funeral 
services were conducted both at Pueblo and Newton, Iowa, the lat- 
ter being the place of her burial. 

One who was familiar with the family life in, Bro. Carnine’s par- 
sonage home says that she was “a great home-maker.”’ She was a 
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devoted mother to the children by a former marriage of her husband, 
assuming with aptitude and painstaking the care of a large family at 
the very beginning of her married life. There were born to them 
three children, two of whom died in infancy—little Ruth alone sur- 
viving her mother and she too young to know her loss. 

As a counsellor and helper she was all that could be desired. 
With a frail body, she made herself strong in inspiration and cheer. 
All who have been with our brother since his bereavement know that 
a great joy and strength have gone out of his life. May our All 
Father richly compensate him with heavenly benedictions.

AS born March 27, 1863. She was educated in the public schools 
il of Minnesota and at an institution of learning under the auspices 
of the Lutheran Church. She was united in marriage to her now be- 
reayed husband August 24, 1882, and died May 18, 1884. Her life 
was instinct with a high purpose, and filled with good deeds. She 
was the ideal pastor’s wife, the noblest type of Christian motherhood.

ASSOCIATION OF MINISTERS “WIVES. 


In the year 1892, during the session of the Colorado Annual Con- 
ference at Pueblo, a meeting of the Pastors’ wives was called for the 
purpose of organizing an association. Eleven responded, and the 
association was formed. On the next day Conference recognized the 
organization with a commendatory resolution. 

The object of the Association is to form a stronger bond of union 
between the churches toward mutual sympathy and help in pastoral 
and woman’s work, and the unity of Colorado Methodism. The wives 
of all ministers belonging to the Colorado Conference are recognized 
as members of the Association ; and all unable to be present are cor- 
dially urged to send some word of greeting to the Annual Meeting 
that all may be in touch with this special sisterhood of Christian 
workers, who are peculiarly related in sympathy, prayer and labor. 

At the first annual meeting at Trinidad, in 1893, there were nine 
present. At the second, held in Boulder in 1894, eighteen responded 
to the call of the roll. The reports of the work for the year showed 
deep consecration and great heroism. And the study of the field, 
broad and choice, in which the ministers’ wives have opportunity for 
prayer and labor, was with much rejoicing, congratulation and new 
devotion. Though there was report of deprivation and trial of 
special severity, there was no repining. Mrs. Jennie Smith Clarke 
read a paper upon “The Pastor’s Wife from the standpoint of the 
Pew,” which was full of good suggestions; wise, tolerant and ‘fruitful 
of thought. ‘ 

Announcement of the deaths of Mrs. Carnine and Mrs. Flesher. 
two noble wives and mothers, whose loss from their homes was in 
bitter bereavement, led to words of deep sympathy, and prayers, for 
the help of the sorrowing; and to renewed consecration for holier 
living, that it may finally be said of all as it is said of them : “They 
rest from their labors and their works do follow them.”
